Sentence of death was pronounced, A 
council of revision Waa next appealed to, by whom the 
finding and sentence were affirmed. The prisoner 
was brought forth, degreded, placed on one knee in 
the centre of the regiment, forming three sides of « 
square, A platoon of twelve men, consisting of four 
rergeants, four fouries, and four grenadiers, were

“ Can the Foreign Powers, and will they, make War upon 
ua !"—For some time past public opinion in France has 
presented a cunows spectacle, Turned away from the 
consideration of internal affairs, notwi their 
haportance, lo & more grave pre.oceupation, it new 
only fixed upon one point—to endeavor to tear di 
the mysterious veil which covers that Conference which 
weaves the destiny of the world, Without the indiecre. 
tions of the press, the instinct alowe of the mase would 
have taught thom, in spite of the im mysteries of 
diplomacy, that it will be in mighty England, all estes 
ished to find her interests for once idenufied with ours, 
that the solution for Lurope will take place of the siete 
quo— the question to be or not to be,—the question of 
peace or war, the moat important which has been agitet- 
ed since 1415, See with what anziety every lovk is 
turned towards that focus of intrigue and rivale . Leek 
at the sort of laughable confidence with whieh the future 
fate and the repose of France, that ie to say of Earope, 
are made to depend upon an article which caprice or 
salculation has dictated to the English Courier, and seo 
how the oracles of the Bourse interpret these obscure 
enigimas, the ambiguity of which would deo honor te « 
protocol, 

IL is me, it appears to ua, to relieve the opi and 
the Trieods of France, from thie kind of despo of the 
Englieh Proas, It is time to recellect, that the neace of 
Europe depends upon thing more stable and lees 
capricious than the protocols of English journalism, 
grafted upon those of the Conference, The time ie ar- 
rived when the Congresses of Ambassabors or Kings, 
whi h were formerly #0 menacing to public liberty, will 
ta future only be connected with the independence of 
nations, The doings at Vienna, Verona and Leybech, 
must be expiated by other Congresses, of the mecessily

been better for us to have formed a more accurate opin- 
ton of the coemiee whom we may have one day to com- 
bat’ Our boldness would have been more caleulated, of

A Sixcutar Grovocicat ract.—In digging out the 
foundation of the projected Exchange Coffee-House, 
in Dock street, in this city, the workmen came to an 
old tan yard, with a part of the former vats in place. 
There appears to have been a natural spring and @ 
run of water, upon the ancient banks of which the 
vegetable remains are converted into a black combus- 
tuble substance, resembling Prat. Some persons 
were astonished to find the planks of the vats in such 
a state of preservation; but this is one of the proper- 
ties of peat. In the B. Philosophical Transactions for 
1734, there is a letter from Doctor Balguy, giving an 
account of the preservation of two human bodies in 
peat for 59 years. - The one, a male, was perfect, his 
beard was strong, the hair of his beard was short, and 
his skin hard, and of a tanned leather color; the joints 
of his legs played freely, without the least stifiness. 
The other, a female, was more injured, but her hair 
was like a living person's.

ActpuLatep Drors.—We would caution persons 
against making too free a use of this species: of con- 
feetionary. The acidity of its taste is produced by vi- 
triolic or sulphone acid, a small portion of which 
answers a good purpose in colds, but when taken in 
large quantity hes a very deleterious effect. A 
number of instances have lately come under our own 
personal observation, of violent vomiting, occasioned 
by eating the acidulated drops, such as are sold at the 
shops. Parents should in particular guard their children 
against the use of this kind of confectionary, which 
was never intended to be used as confectionary, but 
only as a reinedy for colds, and then to be taken in 
small quantities. We belheve the article is sometimes 
sold under the name of Lemon Drops.

It appeared that at 
the last sitting of the Legislature of Georgia, an act 
was passed making it unlawful for any person to give 
instruction to any black person in the State, under the 
penalty of a fine of not less than $1000 nor exceeding 
$400 and imprisonment until the fine is paid, for 
every such offence. Whether Miss Sawyer had ever 
heard of the existence of such a law, before she took 
the boy inte school we are not able to say; but it 1s 
very likely she never had. She was promised to be 
arrainged at the next Superior Court in the newly 
formed city, called “Cherokee,” on the fourth Monday 
in this month, providing she persists in teaching the 
boy. The Guard arrested two young white men, & 
fe » miles from this peers Robert Agnew and Jack 
Murry; the former had been living in the neighbor- 
hood where he was @rrested two or three years, the 
other hives on the Alabama side of the nation.

THE PHILADELPHIA WATCIIMEN. 


There is perhaps no class of men in this city, except our 


ever faithful firemen, who are eo illy"paid for their labo- | 


rious services as the night watchmen. The exposure 
they endure is of a kind which very few constitutions 
can stand, and many are the instances where the work 
has been undertaken by men with large families, who 
were unable to support them by their regular trades, 
and who undertook to do double duty—to work all day 
and wateh all might, catching merely 9 short interval of 
sleep, too brief to satisfy nature's demands, rather than 
see those who were dependent on them suffer for any et 


the decencies or necessaries of ‘ife. The watchmen in 


a body petitioned Councils at their last meetir goon this 
subject, trom their very respect(ul languale, we ent 

tain a hope that their petition will be granted. They are 
safe in etating that their monthly wages are lower than 


are paid to any persons employed ou similar services, 
and that t ey are inadequate to their support and that 
of their families, and for such provision as us ind spensa 

ble in case of sickness Let any one retlect for a iio 

ment, and he will be convinced that their Kposure to 
all weathers must produce attacks of disease, duri g 
which they must necessarily contract expenses, while 
they are deprived of the means of any earn ngs. Their 
weges have been for several years fixed at $18 per 
month, with an allowance of 25 cents per month for 
every lamp had in charge. At present, the Watch is di 

vided inta north and south men, who have charge of 
lamps in addition to wat hing, and east and west men, 
who attend to watching only. This rate of compensa. 
tion and division is unequal, and otherwise o jectiona- 
ble. The present number of Watchmen in the city pro- 
per, is about one hundred, and of lamps a little exceed 

ing twe thousand. No doubt can exist that all who do 
equal duty should receive equal reward, and a« harge is 
desirable by which the east and west men would come 
an for their share of the compensation of triaming and 
lighting the lamps. This, however, without a general 
increase of wages, would be a serious deprivation to a 
large number of men, who have long been dependent on 
thie resource for a reasonable income. The highest 
amount paid to any watchman, for lamps and watching, 


about $230 per month; some of these have the charge |

watching. The duties of our night watch are more |a- | 


borious than those of other neighboring cities, and their 
compensation is leas.
